Back in business

All lanes of traffic were open Tuesday on Con- 
gress Parkway marking the near completion of 
an Si8 million streetscape beautification proj- 
ect that has created a pretty ugly traffic mess 
downtown since 2010. 

TTie state-funded work, between Wells Street 
and Michigan Avenue, is aimed at improving 
traffic flow for the 63,000 drivers on Congress 
each day, even though the project reduced the 
number of lanes in both directions to offer safer 
conditions for pedestrians and bicyclists, ac- 
cording to the Chicago Department of Trans- 
portation. 

Enhancements include wider sidewalks, bet- 
ter bike lanes that require less weaving and bi- 
cycle parking. 

Construction began in October 2010. To tbe 
ire of many drivers, tbe project bas coincided 
with the ongoing rehabilitation by the state of 


the Congress Parkway bridge over the Chicago 
River and the city^s overhaul of Wacker Drive 
between Randolph Street and Congress. 

It has at times created gridlock for drivers 
traveling between the Eisenhower, Kennedy 
and Dan Ryan expressways and downtown. 
Transportation officials defended their decision 
to conduct the projects simultaneously conced- 
ing it has been strong medicine but preferable 
to dragging out the construction over a longer 
period. 

However, setbacks with the Congress Park- 
way bridge project have created more pain for 
drivers than originally planned. 

The Congress streetscape project is expected 
to conclude by June 30, or about a month later 
than the original schedule, CDOT spokesman 
Pete Scales said. 

Temporary off-peak lane closures will oc- 
cur on Congress later this month to complete 


median planters and trellises and finish install- 
ing crosswalk pavers on the streets intersecting 
Congress between the bridge and Michigan Av- 
enue, Scales said. 

W:>rk also continues to reconfigure the 
'W^cker/Congress interchange, which is sched- 
uled to open at the end of the year, officials said. 
TTie eastbound Congress exit ramp at Franklin 
Street will be below ground. 

T'he Lower Wacker Drive entrance ramp 
onto westbound Congress also will be under- 
ground, officials said. 

The $300 million reconstruction of Upper 
and Tjower Wacker also is targeted for comple- 
tion by the end of the year, under CDOT’s plans. 
Highlights of the project include replacing the 
deteriorated viaduct structure built in the 1950s 
and eliminating ramps to T^ower Wacker at Jack- 
son, Adams and Washington, while converting 
the Monroe ramp to one-way to Lower Wacker.

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DePaul sweep nets cache 
of 200 stolen CTA signs

The map quest is over. The CTA is reinstating a cache of maps re- 
covered from DePaul students who allegedly stole the signs from 
CTA trains, the agency said Tuesday 

Nearly 200 stolen signs were discovered during a DePaul sweep 
this month of university housing units, CTA spokesman Brian 
Steele said. Some of the signs were maps of the entire system while 
others were just of the Red Line. Forty-five signs will be reused, 
Steele said. 

The sweep was conducted after the DePaul student newspaper, 
the DePaulia, published an article in April that quoted students 
who said they stole maps for sport. 

“Some of {the maps] are being put back into use. Some of them 
were outdated,” Steele said. Systemwide maps were recently up- 
dated to reflect the new Oakton stop in Skokie, which opened last 
month, and the Morgan stop on the Green and Pink lines that is 
scheduled to open soon. 

A DePaul spokeswoman would not discuss if the students 
would be disciplined. 

“Individuals had property that did not belong to them, and it 
was the right thing to do to secure and return this property to the 
CTA,” DePaul spokeswoman Robin Florzak said in a statement 
to RedEye. “DePaul expects its students to abide local laws and 



DePaul student conduct policies, and the university will follow its 
policies regarding student discipline.”

Said Steele: “While we appreciate the esteem in which these 
students hold the CTA, we cannot condone the theft of items 
that are intended for use by all our customers.”

4 arrested at rally 
for immigration

At least four people were arrested during a rally 
west of the Loop on Tuesday to protest the coun- 
try’s policies on illegal immigration. 

After marching from 3442 W 26th St., about 
30 demonstrators joined about 70 others at an 
office tower at 525 W Van Buren St. that hous- 
es immigration court and other federal offices. 
After about an hour, a police supervisor using a 
bullhorn announced that building management 
had requested the protesters be forced off the 
property 

Police ordered the protesters onto the side- 
walk. The Rev Jose Landaverde, who helped or- 
ganize the protest, and a woman were arrested 
after they refused to move from where they had 
been sitting outside the main entrance. 

Dozens of demonstrators started walking to- 
ward downtown, some of them in the street, fol- 
lowed by police officers on bicycles. At least two 
protesters were arrested at Jackson Boulevard 
and Wacker Drive. 

The protest, organized by Occupy Chicago 
and Our Lady of Guadalupe Anglican Mission, is 
one of several smaller demonstrations scheduled 
to be held throughout the city this week in the 
build-up to this weekend’s NATO summit.

Report: TSA not fixing 
security breaches 


The Transportation Security Administration isn’t do- 
ing a good enough job of reporting, tracking or fixing 
airport security breaches, a report from the Department of 
Homeland Security said. 

New Jersey Democratic Sen. Frank Lautenberg request- 
ed the report after a series of breaches at Newark Airport, 
including a knife getting through TSA screening, passengers 
walking around security checkpoints and a dead dog being 
transported without screening it for explosives. 

TSA responded to those incidents with “corrective ac- 
tion,” according to the Department of Homeland Security’s 
inspector general, but not all the problems got the same 
treatment. The TSA took action to fix only 42 percent of 
the security breaches documented at Newark Airport, ac- 
cording to the report. 

Most of the incidents looked at happened in 2010, and 
the report says since then, efforts to fix security breach vul- 
nerabilities have gotten better. Inspectors visited five other 
large U.S. airport terminals for comparison, but the airports’ 
names were kept out of the public report. 

Of the six airports visited, records were found showing 
efforts to fix the causes of only 53 percent of the breaches. 
Newark was the lowest-scoring. The highest-rated airport 
reported corrective action in 88 percent of the breaches. 

The inspector general also said that while the agency did 
have “many programs and initiatives that report and track

Lincoln Park resident hopes to land 
Luol Deng date to honor fallen friend

Plenty of Chicagoans 
were seeing red when 
the Bulls bowed out 
in six games in the 
first round of 
the playoffs to 
the Philadelphia 
yfiers. 

Lincoln Park's 
Ximena Beltran saw 
something different— an 
opening in Luol Deng’s schedule that she’s 
hoping to close to honor a fallen fnend. 

Beltran, a single 25-year-old who vol- 
unteers as a camp counselor at Children’s 
Oncology Services Inc., has created a \bu- 
lube video in hopes of landing a date with 
Deng to cost’s annual Campfire Ball. 

'Vhe summer camp-themed event, set 
for 7 p.m. Saturday at \^nue One, 1044 
W. Randolph St., raises nearly S 100,000 
annually to give cancer-stricken children a 
summer free of the worries that come with 
overnight hospital stays and chemothera- 
py treatments. 

“Me doing this video and asking Luol, I 
feel kind of silly, but it’s an adventure,” she 
said. “I feel like every day I have to live my 
life for those who can’t.” 

For those like her friend Aaron, a 17-year- 
old rabid Chicago sports fan and apparent 
cancer survivor. She befriended him by 
chance in 2010 during her internship with 
the White Sox when she hooked up his 
camp counselor with tickets for him 
and his best firiend. The same 17-year- 
old whose cancer would return to

his stomach just months after that day at the 
ballpark and snuff out the flame of his life be- 
fore it had the chance to burn brightest. 

“It was such a devastating loss to see a kid 
who was healthy and so full of life, and then 
he was just gone,” Beltran said, her voice 
halting. “Aaron can’t have these adventures.” 

Not long after meeting Aaron, Beltran de- 
cided to volunteer for COST. Doing so, she 
said, puts life into perspective. 

“'You think about the problems that you 
have in terms of paying your tuition or some 
guy didn’t call you,” she said. “Wth these 
kids it’s like. Am I going to make it to to- 
morrow? Am I going to beat this disease to 
have these worries?’ and that’s what inspired 
me to ask him.” 

This isn’t about making a love connection 
though. 

If Deng agrees to be her date to the ball, 
Beltran said she’ll volunteer 100 hours of her 
own time to his personal foundation. 

“I want him to know about this cause, so 
in gratitude I’d love to pledge my support for 
his charity,” she said. 

Her social media campaign is showing 
signs of working. 

“I’ve had friends who have said something 
to people who are close to him, and they’re 
saying it’s looking like a definite possibility,” 
she said.

It’s not often that an oppressive dictator sits down with 
the free Western press and openly answers probing 
questions about his rule, his crimes against humanity 
and his fashion choices— those last two often being one 
and the same. While Adm. Gen. Shabazz Aladeen of the

And once you 
find a look, stick to it: Iran’s Ahmadinejad 
has perfected the “chatroom predator,” Fidel 
Castro’s nailed the “truck stop restroom 
predator” and Kim Jong Un has made the 
“Fat Elvis in Army Elvis’ Clothes” look his 
own.

In terms of policies, I would have to say the 
Republicans —if they could only become 
a bit less extreme. There are some real 
double standards, you know— what people 
call genocide in my country is called the 
judicial system in Texas! In terms of my 
actually getting into power in America, I 
would have to support the Democrats— if 
they can enable a Kenyan to become presi- 
dent, why not a Wadiyan?

Sacha Baron Cohen 
apparently has noth- 
ing left to expose. 

That could be why 
the comedian’s latest 
film seemingly exists to build up to one big 
joke, which should be news to nobody: That 
dictatorships— where a small group of people 
possess all the wealth, certain races dispro- 
portionately occupy prison space and women 
must constantly defend their rights— could 
see familiar territory in the U.S. 

Adm. Gen. Aladeen (Baron Cohen) doesn’t 
feel comfortable in New York, however, after 
his right-hand man (Ben Kingsley) betrays 
him. To reclaim power before rebels from his 
(fictional) North African country of Wadiya 
manipulate a look-alike into signing a demo- 
cratic constitution, Aladeen must align with 
a vegan (Anna Faris) catering the UN summit 
with her feminist Free Earth Collective. 

“The Dictator” suggests that inside this 
sheltered man who orders executions like 
they’re free refills lies an emotionally stunted, 
lonely soul— who laments Megan Fox’s un- 
willingness to cuddle after he pays her for sex. 
That’s not a terrible comic angle, but “The 
Dictator” embodies a vapidly childish attitude 
toward oppression without any actual satire. 

Instead of exposing the bigoted idiocy on- 
screen, Baron Cohen exploits his audience’s 
taste for the stupidly juvenile. That makes 
“The Dictator” less “Borat” and more “You 
Don’t Mess with the Zohan,” unless I missed 
the insightful genius behind Aladeen pooping 
on a woman’s head. 

In 2010, the brilliant British comedy 
“Four Lions” confronted foolish extremism 
through hapless suicide bombers. Aside from 
pointed but routine nods to American racial 
profiling of people from the Middle East, 
“The Dictator” dares only to giggle at cruelty 
while, say Aladeen learns how to masturbate. 

Comedy such as this usually comes from 
someone far less talented than Baron Cohen, 
who needs a reminder about the difference 
between stupidity and an indictment of it. 
After being on the covered-in-ashes end of 
an Oscar prank, Ryan Seacrest surely would 
be happy to offer some thoughts.

PIZZA REVIEW

Deep-dish is as authentically Chicago 
as Lake Shore Drive traffic, but recently 
Neapolitan-style pizza has given it a run for 
its money A big reason for its popularity are 
the pies at Spacca Napoli, a Ravenswood 
restaurant that opened in 2006 with pies by 
Nella Grassano, a Naples native who started 
baking in her family’s pizzeria when she 
was 12 years old. After leaving 
Spacca Napoli in 2007, Gras- 
sano reappeared briefly at 
Nella Pizzeria Napole- 
tana before that res- 
taurant closed. Now 
Grassano is back at 
her own Lincoln Park 
restaurant. Pizzeria da 
Nella Cucina Napo- 
letana. I stopped in to 
find out whether the 
pies are as big a mouthful 
as the name. 

The crust: Thanks to the 
wood-burning oven at the center of the open 
kitchen, the crust is baked to a uniform 
golden brown, adding a crunch without dry- 
ing out the dough. Each slice has a firm base 
and a pleasant chew, without the wet center 
common in Neapolitan pies. The dough is 
rustic and flavorful without distracting from 
the high-quality toppings. 

The sauce: A tangy slightly sweet tomato 
sauce forms the base of half the menu’s piz- 
zas, and though it looks like it’s spread on the 
thin side, it packs just the right amount of 
bright, ripe tomato flavor. White pizzas all 
begin with an olive oil and mozzarella base, 
then switch it up with other cheeses such as 
parmesan, emmental or a soft, mild cacciota.

The toppings: Gombinations are mostly 
classic, but that doesn’t make them boring. 
Grassano’s margherita ($11.99) could serve as 
the textbook example of this ubiquitous pie; 
it’s even more flavorful when topped with 
imported buffalo’s milk mozzarella ($13.99). 
Both meat and veggie lovers can 
compromise with the prosciutto 
e rucola ($13.99), a white pie 
topped with heaps of wilted 
arugula and ribbons of sliced 
prosciutto, finished with a 
surprisingly smoky moz- 
zarella cheese. Vegetarians 
have plenty of cheese- and 
spinach-topped options. 
Other stuff: While a 
whole pie certainly would 
satisfy even a seriously big appe- 
tite, the menu offers a dozen anti- 
pasti and salad options ($6. 99 -$14. 99). 
If you’re way past hungry look to stuffed 
pizzas such as the Lavezzi ($17.99), which 
rolls grilled eggplant and smoked mozzarella 
inside crust topped with prosciutto, arugula, 
cherry tomatoes and shaved parmesan. To 
drink, the wine list has a number of bottles in 
the $25-$35 range, or you can order one of the 
premium bottled Italian beers for $8 -$14. 

Bottom line: Grassano proves she’s still 
got the pizza mojo that put Spacca Napoli 
on the map. Neapolitan pies probably won’t 
completely replace deep dish as Ghicago’s 
signature pie anytime soon, but this new gem 
makes a strong case for it.

Graphic novelist talks comics, Jane Austen 
and concocting her own movie test

In 2006, Bcchdcl published her first graph- 
ic novel, “Fun Home,” about the life and 
death of her father, a closeted gay man who 
operated a family-owned funeral home, and 
it became a finalist for the National Book 
Critics Circle A^vard. Her new graphic novel, 
“Arc My Mother?” — which chronicles 
the closc-yet-distant relationship between 
Bcchdcl and her mom— was released May l. 

And what does her mother think of the 
book.> ’Vbu can ask Bechdel on Wednesday 
night, when Women & Children First Book- 
Store hosts her at the Swedish American Mu- 
seum for a multimedia reading and interactive 
discussion. We called Bechdel— who’s in Chi- 
cago through early June co- teaching a class at 
the University of Chicago — to catch up. 

In the early '80s^ cartoons and comic strips 
wereif t the widely respected art form that 
they are today So what made you decide to 
use them to tell your stories? 

The fact that cartoons were not a high art 
form was why I chose cartoons in my youth. 

I felt really inhibited as an artist, I didn’t 
feel like I could be a literary writer or a fine 
artist and comics for me was away to express 
myself creatively without being judged. 
{LaughsJ It’s kind of ironic to me that over 




the course of my career, comics have been 
let in to the respectable literary world- and 
now comics arc judged. I wouldn’t have the 
nerve to become a cartoonist now if I weren’t 
already 

Your stories contain a lot of literary refer- 
ences. Which writers do you feel influence 
your storytelling style? 


Jane Austen, off the top of my head. I have 
always been a big Jane Austen freak, but in 
my early 20s I was just constantly reading 
one of those books or another. I haven’t re- 
ally styled myself after any writer; I’ve never 
thought of myself as a writer. I just thought 
she was very funny in that dry way. And very 
socially perceptive — I guess that’s interest- 
ing, too. 

Which artists influenced your visual story- 
telling style? 

There are a lot of different things that went 
into the hopper— Alad IVIagazinc, Edward 
Gorey, Herge’sTintin series, R. Crumb. 
Those arc probably my big comics-drawing 
influences. 

What are some of the movies you like that 
pass the Bechdel test? 

The truth is, I don’t really apply that test. 
[Laughs.] If I did, I would sec very very few 


movies. And probably a lot of my favorite 
movies actually wouldn’t pass it. 

Such as? 

I don’t know, like “Groundhog Day.” 
[Laughs.] But there’s that I IBO series, 
“Girls,” which I really, really love and that 
certainly passes with flying colors. 

Which historical figure would you like to see 
on a reality show? 

[Poet] May Sarton [laughs]. I think she had a 
pretty wild love life, especially in her youth. 
I’d love to hear more about it. 

And your next book? 

I wouldn’t say I’m actively working on it. I 
have an idea for what I would like to do but 
I’m not really started on it yet. I just want to 
keep writing about my family, basically.

Lambert’s album for himself

Adam Lambert has 
learned an impor- 
tant lesson— you 
can’t please all the 
people all the time. 

Unlike his debut, 
tellingly titled “For 
Tbur Entertain- 
ment,” Lambert’s 
new album “Tres- 
passing” sounds 
strictly for himself— 
a well-crafted collision of electronic dance 
pop and upper register, booming vocals 
mostly about pushing the envelope and 
enjoying life. 

For much of “Trespassing,” Lambert 
draws inspiration from Michael Jackson and 
Queen’s Freddie Mercury that encourages 
him to sound bigger and bolder than ever. 
Subtlety be damned. 

The title track, written by Lambert and 
Pharrell Williams, is a bit ‘Another One Bites 
the Dust” on the verses and sorta “Hollaback 
Girl” on the chorus, but the way Lambert 
whirls it all together, it sounds completely 
his. The same goes for “Shady,” which has ele- 
ments of Jackson and Christina Aguilera in 
both delivery and the musical arrangement, 
but is undeniably Lambert. 

“Trespassing” does have its serious mo- 
ments, including the touching ballad “Out- 
laws of Love,” which seems to defend same- 
sex marriage, as Lambert wraps his voice 
around the lines “They say we’ll rot in hell. 



but I don’t think we will. They’ve branded us 
enough— outlaws of love.” The way Lambert 
twists it into Radiohead-styled prog-rock— 
and back again through his phrasing— is a 
great trick. However, “Runnin’ ” trumps it, 
taking a standard pop song and arranging it 
into a thrilling, dramatic dance anthem. 

“Trespassing” shows Lambert is too 
good to waste time trying to please the pop 
masses. They’ll catch up eventually

FASTEN YOUR SEAT BELTS 
FOR SIX FLAGS’ NEW 
X-FLIGHT COASTER

Thrill seekers looking for a new kind of rush can head 
to Six Flags Great America, where “X”— as in the new 
X-Flight roller coaster— marks the spot. 

The first batch of riders boarded the Gurnee theme 
park’s wing coaster at a preview event Thursday getting 
their morning pick-me-ups via 55 mph speeds, a 120 -foot 
drop— that flips upside down— and five freaky inversions. 
But what makes X-Flight so extreme, and gives the ride 
its distinctive wing coaster classification, is the inventive 
train design, park officials and coaster aficionados said. 

As on Great America’s “Batman: The Ride,” X-Flight 
passengers are secured in floorless seats. But onX-Flight, 
“as opposed to sitting on top of or underneath the coaster 
track, you’re sitting outside of it,” explained Dameon 
Nelson, the park’s director of operations. 

With two seats suspended on either side of the track in 
each row, passengers can’t see the track and “don’t know 
when the next turn is going to come,” Nelson said. 

For RedEye, the most terrifying turn came near the 
end, when passengers race toward a tower, flip vertically 
at the last second to squeeze through a narrow open- 
ing, then spin into a seemingly out-of-control barrel roll 
directly underneath an A-frame structure. 

Timothy Tallar, a 37-year-old assembler in Bedford 
Park, and his 25-year-old brother, Glenn, a pipe organ spe- 
cialist in Chicago, added X-Flight to their lists of more 
than 500 roller coasters they’ve ridden across North 
America. 

The members of the thrill ride-worshipping organiza- 
tion American Coaster Enthusiasts both say it soars to 
the top of their favorites. 

“It’s in its own class,” said Glenn Tallar, a Homer Glen 
resident, citing the “insane” barrel roll as one of the best 
features. “You feel like you’re floating in air.” 

X-Flight is the fourth wing coaster in the world, follow- 
ing the concept’s introduction in Italy last spring. Others 
opened in March in England and at Dolly Parton’s theme 
park Dollywood in Pigeon Forge, Tenn. 


Like the others, X-Flight was designed by Bolliger & 
Mabillard, the Swiss manufacturer that created the park’s 
“Batman” and “Raging Bull” coasters. X-Flight is Great 
America’s first new significant thrill ride since 2003, 
when it opened another Bolliger & MabiUard creation, 
“Superman: Ultimate Flight.” 

In recent years additions at Great America largely 
followed a company strategy to attract more families, 
park president Hank Salemi said. New areas for children 
and the resurrection of the Little Dipper roller coaster 
in 2010 from the defunct Kiddieland in Melrose Park 
are both part of the strategy After filing for bankruptcy 
in 2009 following years of declining attendance, the 
company emerged from bankruptcy in 2010 under new 
management, and revenue increased by 4 percent to 
$i billion last year. 

X-Flight is the park’s largest investment in several 
years, Salemi said, in the hopes that Great America can 
bring more teenagers and adults through the gates. 

“It was time for a state-of-the-art coaster,” he said. 

The ride opens to the public Wednesday, Great 
America’s first day of daily operation for the season.
